Mr.  Ghairraan,  Hcedomos  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District,  and  some  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  Year  1943. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of 
He  1th  and  for  security  reasons  the  report  is  considerably 
curtailed  and  all  references  to  local  activities  in  connection 
with  War  time  developments  in  the  Area  arc-  omitted. 

I have  pleasure  in  advisingyou  that  in  spite  of  the  War 
years,  the  general  health  of  the  community  docs  not  appear  to 
have  deteriorated,  although  the  Influenza  epidemic  which 
affected  the  whole  of  the  Country  at  about  the  end  of  the  Year, 
with  the  increased  incidence  of  Scarlot  Fever,  and  the  epidemic 
of  Measles >shows  something  of  an  increase  in  the  prevalence 
of  these  diseases  during  the  Year. 

The  members  of  the  Health  Committee  gave  consider,  t ion  to 
the  mount  of  work  the  above-mentioned  diseases  thrust  upon  the 
General  Practitioners  in  the  District,  but  I am  glad  to  record 
that  these  grossly  overworked  gentlemen  were  able  to  cope  with 
the  situation  without  having  to  call  in  assistance  from  outside 
the  District. 

The  question  of  Analgesia  also  was  a subject  of  somo 
consider  tion  by  the  Council  and  represent-  tions  wore  made  to 
the  County  Me dice  1 Officer  rel  ting  thereto. 

Special  reference  is  made  in  this  Report  to  the  adequacy  of 
the  Water  Suoply  in  the  District*  although  the  fortunate  position 
in  which  we  are  situated  is  woll-known  to  the  inhabitants  who, 
in  practically  every  instance,  receive  an  adequate  arid  wholesome 
supply  through  tho  Portsmouth  Water' Company. 

The  campaign  for  immunisation  agr inst  Diphtheria  was 
continued  and  at  the  end  of  the  Year  it  was  estimated  that  77^ 
of  the  children  under  five  years  of  age  and  83^>  of  children 
bet’:  o on  five  nnd  fifteen  wore  considered  immunised  and  for  a 
District  of  this  nature  I think  these  figures- may  be  considered 
satisfactory. 

In  conclusion  I am  pleased  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  kind  cons idcr- tion  shown 
to  myself  and  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  tho  assistance 
given  to  no  in  both  the  preparation  of  this  Report  and  tho 
general  work  of  the  Department  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Year 
by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Clerk.

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 


Antenatal  and  Orthopaedic  Clinics  and  also  those  for 
Venereal  Diseases,  together  with  the  Maternity  Lind  Child  7, Alfaro 
Centres  ,nd  f-  oilitios  offered  by  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
remain  line  han  ve  d . 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  attendance  at  the  Scabies 
Clinic  provided  at  the  Kavant  First  Aid  Post  numbered  312. 


HOSPITALS. 


There  is  no  change  in  the  hospital  facilities  available, 
but  the  provision  for  M eternity  cases  is  worthy  of  consider  tion 
by  the  appropriate  Authority. 


THE  SANITY  RY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OT  THE  AREA 


WATER 


In  spite  of  tho  over  increasing  demand  made  upon  it 
the  Water  service  was  at  all  times  adequate  to  provide  a 
constant  supply  to  the  whole  of  the  Area. 

The  supply  to  Hayling  Island  is  under  the  direction 
of  a Committee  of  the  Council  who  purchase  the  water  in 
"bulk  from  rhe  Portsmouth  Water  Company.  There  are 
approximately  90  dwelling-houses  on  Hayling  Island  and  a 
dozen  in  the  Waterloo  Ward  which  obtain  their  supply  from 
private  wells  which  when  time  permits  will  be  the  subject 
of  detailed  examination  and  report,;  but  at  the  present 
time  the  nuality  of  the  water,  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
has  not  been  tested. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  attention  of  the  appropriate  service  departments 
has  been  drawn  to  the  difficulties  arising  from  the 
discharge  of  drainage  from  several  of  tho  Establishments 
in  the  Area;  and  this  matter  is  receiving  continual 
attention. 

Tho  Engineer  and  Surveyor  continues  to  cope 
satisfactorily  with  the  difficulties  attached  to  tho  Seven 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  Area,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
one  of  the  Post  War  projects  of  the  Council  will  he  to 
proceed  with  their  Scheme  for  the  reduction  in  the  number. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


Conditions  normal.  Sundry  investigations  were  made 
by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  connection  with  suspected 
pollution  of  watercourses; 

Representations  as  necessary  were  made  in  connection 
therewith,  and  several  matters  are  still  receiving  close 
attention. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.

This  subject  has  again  roc  ivcd  thcacti-o  ooneid .,ra tion 
of  the  Council  who  have  carried  on  the  arrangement  entered 
into  with  The  Direct  or  of  the  Eri^ish  Mosquito  Control 
Institute  (Mr.  John  F.  Marshall,  O.B.E.,  M.A. ) . 

Having  regard  to  the  basis  of  contribution  of  this 
Council  towards  the  : incurred  by  Mr.  Marshall 

in  the  labdfat ory  wo* rk  of'  Anti -Larval  and  other  practical" 
disinfest  • cion  measures-,  it  was  decided  to  convene  a 
OonforoJiGe  of  all,  the  adjoining  Authorities  whose  areas  were 
likeHy  go  be  somewhat  similarly  effoebedjin  view  of  the 
possibility  cf  the  return  to  this  Country  of  Service 
Personnel  from  foreign  parts  where  Malaria  is  prevclant. 

p ro g ro s s wa s mad o and  a su rvey  of  1 ike  1 y b re ed  ing 
places  in  the  Die  tri  ots c oncerned  ' - excepting  of  course 
Portsmouth  ahd  Havant  - is  being  carried  outcarly  in  1944, 
when  a further  Conference  is  to  take  place  from  which  it 
is  hoped  will  emerge  a considerable  extension  of  the  Area 
at  present  under  regular  control. 


HOUSING. 


Inform-  tion  has  b eeng  p.reparod  f or  the  guidance  of 
the  Council  in  connection  wi th  Post  War  Hausing  proposals 
in  which  it  is  envisaged that  the  lee-way  will  be  raado  up, 
and  also  provision  made  which  will  enable  the  Council  to 
remove,  at  least,  those  houses  which  wci;e  classified  unfit 
for  human  habitation  in  1939. 

This  important  task  will  undoubtedly  still  bo  one  of 
the  Post  War  problems  which  should  receive  first  priority 
and  it  is  to  bo  hoped  th;  b full  use  will  bo  made  of  the 
experience  gained  in  the  District  during  the  War  years. 

Although  it  has.  not  been  practice  bio  to  depart  from 
the  policy  of  the  Council  with  regard  to  ,ction  under  the 
Housing  Act  no  effort  has  been  spared  to  provide  that 
essential  maintenance  works  have  been  carried  out  in  such 
cases  as  were  found  to  be  roep.  iiiflgand  suitable  for  such 
action.  . 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  may  be  regarded  as  generally 
satisfactory  and  having  due  regard  to  all  the  difficulties 
under  which  those  concerned  with  the  production  and 
distribution  of  milk,  have  been  and  arc  at  present  working, 
the  position  is  better  than  wH  e ah  b i c i p w t e d . 

The  arrangement  for  the  submission  of  samples  to  the 
County  Laboratory  has:  been  continued  and  the  following  wore 
examined  with  results  as  set  out.

Poolers  licenses  were  issued  for  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk  lour,  Accredited  milk  one,  Pasteurised  milk  one. 

An  import’,  nt  decision  was  given  by  the  local  Magistrates 
in  connection  with  the  depositing  of  full  milk  bottles  about 
the  streets  which  resulted  in  considerable  and  tenoral 
improvement  in  the  position,  and  in  so;  far  as  this  District 
is  concerned  the  practice  has  now  ceased.
